Literally dozens of lakes along the scenic Hanson 
Lake Road offer fishing that is "out of this world." 
Bring good strong line and plenty of tackle for the 
fish here are fierce, fast and ferocious. 

Most lakes offer excellent northern pike and wall¬ 
eye (pickerel) fishing, while other bodies of water, 
such as Seeley Lake, Little Bear Lake and others, offer 
various species of trout. Piprell Lake, just a short drive 
from the Hanson Lake Road, is famous for its fighting 


Rainbow Trout. Whitefish, Brook or speckled Trout and 
Perch are also found in some lakes. 

You can expect the fishing trip of a lifetime in 
the lakes and streams along the Hanson Lake Road. 
For more adventurous anglers there are many lakes off 
the beaten path that have seldom felt the touch of an 
angler's lure. Still ethers can drive to Jan Lake and 
fly on north to further fishing adventures. 

Charter aircraft facilities are available at Jan Lake 
for float-equipped aircraft only. 
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Moose is king of the Hanson Lake Road's big game 
family. This lordly monarch of the swamps and timber 
is found in plentiful numbers in the surrounding 
country and a high percentage of sportsmen each 
year are successful in getting their animal. 

In recent years, two seasons have been held on 
moose in the Hanson Lake Road area—an early season 
during the last few weeks of September and the first 
week of October and the late or regular season during 
the month of November. During the early season, 
sportsmen can hunt by water and can "call" moose 
in for a closer shot. Guiding services are available at 
the various camps. 

Upland game bird hunters can expect good hunt¬ 
ing for spruce, ruffed and sharp-tailed grouse and 
Hungarian partridge. Both mule and white-tail deer 
inhabit this north-eastern area of Saskatchewan. 

Other big game animals include bear, which is 
open on a year-round season.
